Ward in his ramarks regarding road 
work over weeds. . 

Mr. Richard Brodrick touching on 
the chemical destruction of weeds 
and advised caution until the effective 
results of the chemicals are proved.

In the carly days of Western Canada the C.P.R, enjoyed a monopoly | 
in transportation lt was rather autocratic; perhaps in those days it had to| 
be, but its management was wise and far-seeing, and, in later years, using 
its great power for the good of the country, it has grown still more power- 
powerful and successful, and, at the same time, stronger in tne esteem ana 
robdwill of the 7 cuple. 

The organize] grain trade of Canada wiclded great power, but, nor! 
being’ s0 amenable to public opinion, it has lost much of its power. It is 
still inclined to be selfish and in that fact lies its danger, because it cannot 
we ‘Uenied that it is losing instead of gaining in public favor, with the in- 
evilable result that year by year it is being hedged ahout with greater re- 
etriclions and a larger measure of public control. 

The same danger confronts the great banking institutions of the coun-! 
try;'and the people are becoming increasingly restive under the steady 
absorption of small banks by the larger ones. The banks may, for the 
time being, become more powerful, but there is always a greater power, 
the people themselves, and the banks may succeed in becoming so consoli- 
dated and powerful, that it will become all the simpler for the people to} 
step in and take their powers to the nation itself. 

In this ciectrical age, water powers, coal resources, and electrical dis- 
tribution systems are the very life-blood of industry. Upon them is depend- 
ent-:most ef the conveniences of modern life, Control of electrical develop- 
ment means great power, both directly and indirectly, Financial magnates 
ind captains of industry are fully alive to this fact, and there is keen com- 
petition throughout the world, and especially on this continent, to obtain 
such,control, It means power in a double sense, It is the live question in 
the Dominion Parliament, the Manitoba Legislature, {he Alberta Legisla- 
ture now in session, as it was~the outstanding question before the Sas- 
katchewan Legislature recently prorogued, It is the biggest issue in Ontario 
and Quebec, and the outstanding problem at present affecting the relations 
or Canada and the United States, 

In Ontario the controlling factor are the people themselves through 
thelr Provincially-owned system. The Saskatchewan Government has 
adopted the same policy, But unfortunately the situation is not so satisfac- 
tory in Manitoba and Alberta. And now come reports that United States 
interests are seeking to secure control of Canadian companies operating 1n 
the west, which would have the effect of bringing this country within the 
tentacles of the big American Power Trust. 

_ In the first place, and most important, governments and people or 
“tern Canada should be alert to prevent any such absorption, and, in the 
nd place, the big power interests should fully realize that, if they cver- 
slep the mark, the people will take the matter into their own hands ana 
iulte beack to themselves in the name of their governments, the resources 
und power to be developed and managed in their own interests, 

Finally, a word of warning to corporations and associations generally, 
It is possible through large memberships and the accumulation of great 
assets to become powerful, Such. power, as already stated, wisely employea, 
is d good thing and will bring greater power and influence. But here, too, 
are found elements of danger. There may arise a demand by some to use 
this Jiower for other purposes and in other ways than was originally intena- | 
ed; to attempt’to exercise that power in other fields. To do so ts to invite, 
disaster, because, as all history proves, the masses of the people will not 
actufesce, but, in such exercise of power, the power itself will be lost,

Ottawa.—There is no royal road 
to peace, but there are many paths 
which lead in the direction of peace 
and the Briand-Kellogg treaty is one 
of these paths,” Premier King said 
during the House of Commons de- 
bate on the Kellogg-Briand pact. 

Premier King paused at this mo- 
ment to pay tribute to the work of 
the League of Nations towards 
peace, Touching upon disarmament, 
Premier King said it was true that 
progress toward disarmament haa 
not been as great as one would like, 
but considerable progress had been 
made, The pact created a solemn 
covenant binding nations not to go 
to war as a means of settling dit- 
ferences, 

The Senate of Canada has already 
ratified the pact. 

Mr. King sketched briefly the his- 
tory of the treaty, which he said, haa 
now been accepted by 62 nations. Its 
fundamental origin was “to be bound 
in a feeling of revolt against war on 
the part of all nations which have 
had to do with war in the recent 
past.”

The Battle of 
January: 


January was a momentous month for wheat producers 
the world over. Canadian fanmers had delivered nearly 
foux hundred million bushels of wheat. Argentina and 
Australia were commencing the delivery of unusually large 
crops, ‘There was an immense visible supply of wheat. 
The market commenced to sag. The one optimistic, fea- 
ture in a rather gloomy picture was the Canadian Wheat 
Pool. Just what the Pool stood for is told in candid 
language by George Broomhall, the British grain authority, 
in “Milling”: 


“Prices were put down on the plea that Argentina 
must sell more of her new crop, and, in fact, shippers 
‘did put out lower offers, and some Canadian sellers fol- 
lowed the downward lead. 


“But it was soon found that the Canadian Pool re- 
fused to offer or sell at the lower prices, and, ef course, 


this gave Argentine shippers courage to werk for a re- 
action, 


“The action of the Canadian Pool aleo gave buyers 
eonfidence, and they not only found they needed wheat, 
4 but that they could pay better rates for it. 


“As long as sellers werc willing to “cut” prices, buy- 
ers were quite prepared to stand back and let them do 
atill more “cutting,” and quite possibly there might have 
been a bad slump had not the Candadian Pool taken a 
strong stand, 


“The Canadian Pool Managers 


certainly deserve credit. for courageous handling of a 
dificult situation, and their action proves that farmer 


members of the Pool would not agree to low prices at 
this period of the season, 


“The lesson of the price movements of wheat in the 
past week is that emphasis must he given to the power 
of strong holders to maintain prices. 


“Past experience showed that a crowd of weak hold- 
ers was almost at the mercy of buyers in times of plenty. 


“I think all must now recognize the commanding

A tentative list of points at which 
the Alberta Wheat Pool will build br 
‘buy elevators during the coming sea- 
son has been issued from the Pool 
office, The total number of points 
is fifty-six, but the list, it was point- 
ed out, is by no means a final one. 

The Alberta Pool has now 318 ele. 
vators located at country points, and 
the addition will bring the total num- 
ber up to 374, The list; may be en 
larged considerably as the season 
develops, but the increase will depend 
upon various factors. 

The number of elevators which 
will be built and the number purchas- 
ed depend on the prices asked by ele. 
vator companies for elevators they 
are willing to sell, and also on the 
price of lumfber. .

POOL ELEVATOR HANDLINGS 


The Alberta Pool Elevators have 
to date handled close to 45 million 
bushes of grain from the 1928 crop, 
The leading Pool elevator is at Fore- 
moet where 845,000 bushels of grain 
have been handled, 830,000 bushels 
of wheat and 15,000 bushels of rye. 
Foremost is located in Southern Al- 
berta in a districh which was at one 
time considered to be in the “dry 
belt.”, 


One of the largest manufacturing 
plants in Alberta has changed hands 
with the pwrchase of the Medalta 
Potteries Limited of Medicine Hat by 
R. C, Carlie and O. C, Arnott of Cal- 
gary. The assets of the company 
include valuable clay deposits in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, the plant 
having capacity of over one carload 
of pottery per day. This plant, it 
is stated, produces some 75 per cent. 
of the pottery manufactured annual- 
ly in Canada, 


The announcement that a large 
group of British capital has been in- 
terested in a project for utilizing the 
surplus gas in the Turner Valley Oil 
and Gas field in Southern Alberta is 
conveyed in a telegram recently re- 
ceived by Pramier Brownlee from Hon, 
Herbert Greenfield, representative of 
the Alberta Government in London. Iq 
is pointed out by the premier that as a 
result of the activities of Mr. Green- 
field's office, there has been in recent 
(Years_a marked change in the atti- 
tjde of British capitalists towards in- 
vestments in Western Canada.

A ratepayer now requested that th 
portion of the Municipal District Act 
re temparary loans be read. 

Beetion 876 to 379 unclusive of the 
Act wae read. 

Upon an explantion of the large 
municipal borrowings being requested 
Reeve Thoresen explained the necess- 
fty and advisability of making a loan 
in June and another loan in December, 
$85,000.00 in all, to pay the Hail Insur- 
ance Board their assessment in full. 
The municipality thereby discharged 
an obligation bearing interest at; 10% 
added semi-annually and assumed an 
indebtedness, secured by the uncol- 
lected Hail Insurance Taxes, to the 
bank with 7% interest rate. The dif- 
ferenee between the two intrest rates 
and a refund from the Hail Insurance 
Board for re-payment of assessment 
represented a gain to the district 
of mbre than $1800.00 and did not in 
any way effect the indebtedness due 
by the policy-holders to the district. 

It hae been the policy of the Council 
to endeavor to arrange a sufficient 
echool surplus to pay the first two 
quarterly estimate installments to the 
pehools, In the year 1928 the school 
trustees demanded larger pre-pay-| 
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ments than usual and this together 
with two districts increasing their es- 
timates over their original figures and 
the taxes not being available until the 
second week in Desember, it was nec- 
cessary to borrow to keep the schools 
paid up. 

The $3100.00 municipal loan was 
aecessary to meet the road expendi- 
-ures as the cash surplus had been 
vartly used to defray expense of the 
ower road equipment early in the 
season, 

A motion was made and seconded. 

That the financial statement be tak 
no up item by item. 

Objection to this motion was voic- 
d by Mr. Wheatley who stated if wo

An- 
iher ratepayer wished the statement 
a question read through, 

This motion was now put to the 
aeeting and declared lost. 

The questoion of the amount paia 
or_tax collection and mileage was 
aken up. Several ratepayers ex- 
vessed themselves to the effect that 
his expenditure was not warranted 
and the reeve explained that the re- 
gular tuxes were a first charge against 
the land. He further stated that hos- 
pital aid and relief expenditures were 
not a first charge and that it was im- 
perative that the latter acceunts were 
collected by all the means available

um. Another ratepayer expressed 
that no taxes should be allowed to 
become in arrears.

From their color—which, in health 
varies from a light pink to a dark

Nature has planned it so purpose- 
ly, thus giving the oral tissues high
